As cabled exclusively to the Associ- 
ated Press, Bear Admiral Henry Baw- 
son, C. B., in command of the British 
Cape of Good Hope and West coast of 
Africa station, and the British consul 
general, A. H. Harding, C. B., after 
holding a conference yesterday, com- 
municated by cable to the government 
of Great Britain an outline of the situa- 
tion of affairs here, setting forth that 
Said Khalid, who seizdd the palace and 
proclaimed himself sultan on the death, 
apparently by poison, of Sultan Hamed- 
Bin-Thwain-Bin-Said, had been strongly 
reinforced and positively refused to 
surrender. 


Said Khalid had with him at that 
time about 2 500 well armed and well 
disciplined men, including 900 Asksris, 
who have^been trained under British 
officers, plenty of ammunition and a 
number of field guns and other pieces 
of artillery, which were being trained 
on the British warships. The latter, 
with the reinforcements which arrived 
yesterday, were: 
The flagship St. 
G«orge, the third class cruiser Philo- 
mel, the third class cruiser Raccoon,the 
first class 
gun boats Sparrow and 
Thrash. Later in the day cabled in- 
structions were received irom London 
and another conference was held be- 
tween the admiral and the consul gen- 
eral, and eventually an ultimatum was 
sent to Said Khalid ordering him to 
haul down his flag and surrender with 
his forces no later than 9 o'clock this 
morning. At the same time the British 
residents of Zanzibar %ere notified to 
be on board Admiral Bawson's ship by 
8 o'clock. 


During the past night there were a 
number of disturbances among the 
natives in the outskirts of the town, 
but they were promptly suppressed by 
the 350 British marines and sailors who 
had been landed to protect property 
and guard the consulate of Great 
Britain. 
It is understootd, however, 
that Said Khalid 
received 
further 
reinforcements from the slave dealers, 
who flocked to his support, as the 
formal hoisting of the British flag over 
Zanzibar would mean the liberation of 
about 250,000 slaves and a death blow 
to slavery in this part of east Africa. 


By 8 o'clock the British subjects, 
numbering about 100 persohi, and a 
number of other foreigners had em- 
barked on board the warships, the 
Italians going on board the Italian gun 
boat Yolturno and the Germans seek- 
ing safety at the German consulate. 
Shortly before 9 o'clock a naval ofiBcer 
was sent to the palace Equare with 
another message for Said Khalid ask- 
ing him if he was prepared to surren- 
der in accordance with the terms of the 
ultimatum and again notifying him 
that the palace in which he had barri 
caded himself would be shelled at 9 
o'clock promptly if he failed to haul 
down his flag before that time. 
As 
before, Said replied that he would die 
sooner than surrender. 
His answer 
was conveyed to Admiral Rawson and 
the British consul general, and the 
crews of the ships, which had been 
prepared for action the day before, 
were sent to quarters. 


At 9 o'clock the flagship signalled 
the Raccoon, Thrush and Sparrow to 
commence firing and a moment later 
the crusier mentioned and the two 
gunboats referred to opened fire with 
their heavier guns and ten minutes 
later they had sent a storm of shell and 
shot into the palace, tearing bi^ gap > 
in it, scattering death and confusion 
among its defenders while diBmounting 
some of the guns ashore and putting to 
flight the gunners handling the pieces. 
The fire of the warships was admirably 
directed and smoke was soon seen to 
be issuing from several parts of the 
palace. 


During this time the St. George and 
the Philomel were held in reserve, 
although they occasionally plumped a 
shell into the enemies camp, adding to 
the dismay of its defenders. 


The Raccoon, Thrush and Sparrow 
kept up the bombardment until 9:50 
when the palace was tumbling in ruins 
and large rents had been made in the 
barricades of Said's followers. The 
later, however, answered the fire of the 
warships with great persistency and 
gallantry and did not stop firing until, 
in response to the flagship's signal of 
"cease firing," the guns of the warships 
stopped showering shot and shell 
ashore. 


The losses of the enemy are not 
known, but must have been heavy, 
especially among the defenders of the 
palace proper. 


During the bombardment the sultan's 
armed steamer Glasgow opened fire on 
the British warships but a few well 
aimed shells from the heavy guns of 


the Raccoon and a shot or two from 
the six inch guns of the Sparrow, crash- 
ed through and through her, silenced 
her fire in short order and ultimately 
sank her at her moorings. Soon after 
the palace caught fire and the walls 
and roof were sent flying here and 
there by the shells of the warshipe, 
Said Khalid and Said Sales, the latter 
being the commander of the usurping 
sultan's army, escaped with a number 
of their leading followers through the 
back part of the palace and hurriedly 
made their way to the German consul- 
ate, where they asked for protection, 
which was accorded them. 


Admiral Rawson, in order to pre- 
vent the escape of Said Kh^id and his 
followers to the mainland of Africa, 
where their presence would undoubt- 
edly have caused trouble with the 
slave leaders and their adherents, sent 
detachments of marines, bluejackets 
and local Zaczibaris to occupy all the 
roads and avenues of escape, thus 
hemming in the enemy pretty effec- 
tually, although many escaped to the 
mainland and neighboring islands in 
dhows. As this dispatch is sent firing 
is still proceeding in the outskirts of 
this place, but all resistance has 
ceased. 


Shortly after 10 o'clocfe, in response 
to another signal from the flagship St. 
George, reinforcements of marines and 
sailors were sent ashore from the 
British ships and the work of capturing 
the insurgents, collecting the dead and 
attending to the wounded was com- 
menced. During this time desultory 
firing could be heard on the outskirts 
of the town, irom 
where 
Captain 
Raikes, at the head of 400 loyal Zanzi- 
baris and a detachment of British 
marines, notified Admiral Rawson p a t 
he was holding all the main roads. 


When the insurgents had been com- 
pelled to lay down their arms and were 
securely corralled by the marines and 
bluejackets, the latter were ordered to 
try to extinguish the flames in the 
palace and in the old customs house, 
which had also been shelled and set on 
fire, as the insurgents had fortified it 
and had to be driven from the build- 
ing. But at noon, in spite of the efforts 
of the sailors to extinguish the flames, 
the p&lace was a mass of blazing ruins, 
the old customs house was in ashes 
and a number of other buildings de- 
molished or set on fire by exploding 
shells ware in ruins. 


Ko casualties are reported among the 
British ashore, and though all business, 
naturally, is at a standstill, order will 
be completely restored before night- 
fall and the foreign residents will be 
able to relura to their residences 
ashore. All the warships did some 
good target practice with their guns, 
the 6 inch guns of the Raccoon proving 
particularly effective. 


Temporary hospitals for the care of 
the native wounded have been estab- 
lished ashore and they &re receiving as 
much care 
the surgeons of tke 
warships as if they were British sailors 
or marinep. The dead will be buried 
this afternoon and, for the present, the 
island will be administered by Admiral 
Rawson, pending the receipt of further 
instructions froA the British govern- 
ment.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 27 —Over 


$50,000 in stakes alone will be ofiered 
by the California Jockey club at the 
coming winter meeting, which will 
begin October 19 next. At the present 
time twenty-seven stakes, amounting to 


$42.750, have been arranged and are 
now made public. The club will open 
six more two year old stakes later, and 
the money offered will make a total of 


$50,000. The Burns handicap still re- 
mains the richest stake of the season. 
It is for $10,000, all ages, one and a 
quarter miles. The Thornton stake is 
the same as last year. $3.000 for four 
miles. The first sixteen stakes are so 
arranged for two year olds, three year 
olds, 
and all ages 
horses 
that 
the best horses in America 
will 
be brought to this coast. Ten stakes 
have been offered for beaten horses, or 
those who could not run much up to 
January I, 1897, on account of sickness 
or other causes. This will give a poor 
man a chance, and even those who do 
not own high class horses will be able 
to rake in a good stake. The entrance 
to all these stake events is free. It is 
expected that this will be the means of 
bringing to the cost 200 or more horses 
than would ordinarily have come. The 
entries to all stakes must be made by 
November 1, cxcept the inaugural 
stake, which is a novelty and will be 
run on the opening day of the Califor- 
nia Jockey club on the new Oakland 
track on October 19. Entries for this 
event close on October 1. It is an all 
aged stake of $1,000.

CANTON, Ohio, Aug. 2G —Major Mc- 
Kinley's letter o^" acceptance was 
issued yesterday. It is a presentation 
of the principal issue of the pending 
campaign from the republican stand- 
point and is devoted principally to the 
discussion of what he considers the 
three great questions of tbe campaign 
protection, money reciprocity. 
Abolt 
one-third is devoted to consideration 
of the free silver question. In this 
letter he says: 


Free silver does not mean silver 
dollars freely had without cost of 
labor. It would mean the free use of 
the mints of the United States for a 
few owners of silver bullion, but would 
make silver coin no freer to the many 
engaged in other enterprises. It would 
not make labor easier, hours of labor 
shorter, or pay better. It would not 
make farming less laborious or more 
profitable. It would not start a factory 
or make a demand for an additional 
day's labor. It would create no new 
occupations. It would add nothing to 
the comfort of the maeses, the capital 
of the people or the wealth of the 
nation. It seeks to introduce a new 
measure of value, but would add no 
value to the thing measured. It would 
not restore business ct>nfidence, but its 
direct effact would be to destroy the 
little which yet remains. The meaning 
of the coinage plank adopted at Chi- 
caigo is that anyone may take a quan- 
tity of bullion now worth fifty-three 
cents to the mints, have it coined at 
the expense of the government and 
receive for it silver dollars which shall 
be legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private. Tbe owner 
of the silver bullion would get the 
silver dollar. The other people would 
get it only by labor, the product of 
their land or something of value. The 
bullion owner, on the basis of present 
values, would receive a silver dollar for 
ninety-three cents worth of silver, 
other people would be required to 
receive it as a full dollar in payment of 
debts. 
The government would get 
nothing from the transaction. 
It 
would bear the expense of coining the 
silver and the community would suffer 
loiR by its use. 


We have coined since 1879 more than 
•400,000,000 of silver dollars, which are 
maintained by the government at a 
parity with gold as full legal tender for 
the payment of all debts, public and 
private. How are the silver dollars 
now in U3e difierent from those which 
would be in use under free coinage? 
They are to be the same weight and 
and fineness; they are to bear the same 
stamp of the government. Why would 
they not be the same value? I answer: 
The silver dollars now in use were 
coined on accouLt of the government, 
not for private account or gain, and the 
government has solemnly agreed to 
keep them as good as the best dollars 
we have. The government bought the 
silver bullion at its market value, and 
coined it into silver dollars, and having 
exclusive control of the mintage, it 
only coins what it can hold at a parity 
with gold. The profit, representing the 
difference between tbe commercial 
value of silver bullion and the face 
value of the silver dollar, goes to the 
government for the benefit of the 
people. The government bought the 
silver bullion contained in a silver 
dollar at very much less than its coin- 
age value. ' It paid it out to its credi- 
tors, and put it into circulation among 
the people at its face value of 100 cents, 
or a full dollar. It required the people 
to accept it as a legal tender, and is 
thus morally bound to maintain it at 
parity with gold, which was then, as 
now, recognized as a standard with us 
and with the most enlighted nations of 
the world. 
The government having 
issued and circulated the silver dollar, 
it must in honor protect the holder 
from loss. This obligation it has so far 
safely kept. 


Not only is there a moral obligation, 
but there is a legal obligation expressed 
in the public statute to maintain 
parity. These dollars now in circula- 
tion are not the same as dollars which 
would bo issued under free coinage. 
They would be the same in form, but 
different in value. 
The government 
would have no part in the transaction 
except to coin silver bullion into dol- 
lars. It would share no profit. 
It 
would take upon iteelf no obligation. 
It would not put dollars into circula- 
tion. It would only get them as any 
citizen would get them, by giving 
something for them. 
It would deliver 
them to those who dt posited the silver 
and its connection with the transaction 
there ends. Such are the silver dollars 
which are to be issued under the free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1. Who 
would then 
maintain 
the paritj? 
What would keep them at par with 
gold? 
There will be no obligation 
resting upon the government to do it. 
If there were, it would be powerless to 
do it. The simple truth is we would be 
driven to a silver basis—to 
silver 
monometallism. These dollars, there- 
fore, would stand upon their real value. 
If the free and unlimited coinage ot 
silver, sixteen ounces of silver to one 
ounce of gold would, as some of its 
advocates assert, make fi ty three cents 
in silver worth 100 cents, and a silver 
dollar equal a gold dollar, then we 
would have no cheaper money than 
now; it would be no easier to get. But 
that such would be the result is against 
reason and contradicted by experience 
I in all times and in all lands- It means i 


the debasement of our currency to the 
amount of the difference between the 
commercial and coin value of a silver 
dollar, and the effect would be to ro 
duce property values, entail untold 
financial loss, destroy confidence, im 
pair obligations of existing contracts, 
further impoverish the laborers and 
produce of the country, create a panic 
of unparalleled severity and inflict 
upon trade and commerce a deadly 
blow. Against any such policy I am 
unalterably opposed. 


On bimetallism the letter reiterates 
the well known republican theory that 
it can only be secured at a ratio lower 
than that of commodity values by uni- 
versal international consent. It cites 
Mexico's example of silver monometal- 
lism, where ihe currency has been 
depreciated and no gold has been 
coined. It says 84 per cent, of our 
foreign trade in 1893 was with gold 
standard nations and our trade with 
the silver countries was settled on gold 
basis. Since 1878 there has been put 
in circulation in this country in silver 
or its representative $624.000,000 This 
was done in behalf of bimetallism. 
Before 1878, there had been coined in 
the United States less than 9.000,000 of 
silver dollars. 


The letter then says; "We have today 
more silver than gold. This has been 
accomplished at times with grave peril 
to the public crt dit. The Sherman law 
sought to use all the silver product of 
the United States for money at its 
market value. From 1890 to 1893 tbe 
government purchased 4 500.000 ounces 
of silver a month or 54,000.000 ounces 
a year. This was ona third the product 
of the world, and practically all of this 
country's product. In a few months, 
notwithstanding the unprecedented 
market for silver produced in the 
United States, the price of silver went 
down, rapidly reaching a lower point 
than ever before. 
Then upon the 
recommendation of President Cleve' 
laud, both political parties united in 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman law. We cannot with 
safety engage in further experiments 
in this direction. We have much more 
silver in use than any other country in 
the world except India and China— 
$500,000.000 more than Great Britain; 
$150.000 000 more than France; $400,- 
000.000 more than Germany; $325,000,- 
000 less than India, and $125.000,000 
less than China. The republican party 
declared in favor of an international 
agreement, and if elected president it 
will be my duty to employ all proper 
means to promote it. The free coinage 
of silver in this country would defer if 
not defeat international bimetallism 
and until that is an international 
agreement, every interest requires us 
to maintain the present standard. 


Not content with urging the free 
coinage of silver, its strongest cham- 
pions demand that our paper money 
shall be issued directly, by the govern- 
ment of the United States. This is the 
Chicago democratic declaration. The 
St. Louis people's declaration is that 
"our national money shall be issued by 
the general government only, without 
intervention of banks of issue and be 
full legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private, and be dis- 
tributed direct to the people, through 
lawful disbursements of the govern- 
ment. 
Thus in addition to the free 
coinage of the world's silver, we are 
asked to enter upon an era of unlimited 
irredeemable paper 
currency. 
The 
question which was fought out from» 
1865-to 1878 is thus to be reopened 
with all its uncertainties, and cheap 
money experiments of every conceiv- 
able form foisted upon us. This indi- 
cates the most startling reactionary 
policy, strangely at variance with every 
requirement of sound finance, but the 
declaration shofvs the spirit and pur- 
pose of those who, by combined action, 
are contending for the control of the 
government. Not satisfied With the 
debasement of our coin, which would 
inevitably follow the free coinage of 
silver ai 16 to 1, they would further 
degrade our currency and threaten 
public honor by an unlimited issue of 
irredeemable paper currency. A graver 
menace to our financial standing and 
credit could hardly be conceived, and 
every 
patriotic 
citizm 
should be 
aroused to promptly meet and effectu- 
ally defeat it. 


The letter closes with a protest 
against the attempt of-the partisans of 
the Chicago nominee to excite class 
prejudice and an extended advocacy of 
protection as of "supreme importance." 
On this the letter declares Mr. Mc- 
Kinley's well known posivion with 
much emphasis and elaborate argu- 
ment. It draws a vivid contrast be- 
tween the condition of the country in 
December, 1892, and that in August, 
1893, and attributes the cause to the 
policy of the new administration. It 
exhibits a contrast between the tariffs 
of 1890 and 1894 and compares the 
condition of trade under the contrasted 
systems, then ssys: "It is not open 
mints, but open mills that are needed 
to restore confidence and prosperity." 
After this it draws with much detail a 
picture of the advantfiges of protection 
to all the working clfsses, especially to 
farmers. 


Coming to the subject of foreign 
immigration the letter says: "I am in 
hearty sympathy ¿with the present 
legislation restricting foreign immi- 
gration, and favor Such an extension of 
the laws as will secure us from invasion 
by the debased and criminal classes of 
the old world," The letter is no less 
emphatic on the subject of reciprocity 
than on protection. Here it elabor- 
ates the argument with trade statistics. 


Of our soldiers and sailors the letter 
says: "The government they served so 


BRYAN'S OVATION. 


Thousands 
of Working Mon 
Flock to His Side. 


ne Makes Fonr Addresses in Erte and

ERIE, Pa., Aug. 27.—Notwithstanding 
the three long addresses and the half 
dozen short speeches which he had 
made yesterday. Presidential Candidate 
Bryan plunged into the battle again 
and this morning spoke from the bal- 
cony of the Reed house to 2.000 people 
assembled in the street and opposite 
park. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan had been 
entertained at the residence of Otto 
Germer, jr., a prominent stove manu- 
facturer and a democrat, and at 10:30 
they drove to the hotel, where it had 
been announced they would hold a re- 
ception. The announcement had been 
made also that Mr. Bryan would speak 
for the benefit of those who had been 
unable to get into either of the three 
halls the night before. He was escorted 
to the balcony overlooking the street, 
where Theodore P. Rynder and Rev. 
Frank S. Heath had been making pre- 
liminary speeches and received an ova- 
tion from the crowd, in which working- 
men seemed to be in the majority. 


Mr. Bryan's voice began to show the 
effects of the hard work of this week's 
campaign and was decidedly husky, for 
the first time since his week's rest at 
Red Hook. Mr. Sibley followed with 
a brief speech and then the lines were 
formed for the reception. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryan and Mr, and Mrs. Sibley 
stood in the main parlor of the hotel 
on the second floor and the line pushed 
up the main stairway, filed through the 
parlor, each one receiving a word and a 
handshake from the members of the 
party, and passing rapidly out to a side 
stairway. Mr. and Mrs. Bryan each 
wore the big blue badge of the Randall 
club and the candidate's wife held an 
enormous boquet of jacqueminots. Ex- 
Congressman Kerr presented the peo- 
ple to Mr. and Mrs. Bryan. The recep- 
tion continued three-quarters of an 
hour, beginning at 11 o'clock, and 
probably twenty five hundred people 
were hustled through in that time, 
most of them ladies. Mr. Bryan in his 
speech said: 


"I think I had opportunity enough 
on last evening to speak to you upon 
the issues of this c&mpaigo, and this 
morning I simply desire to take one 
parting word. This is a peculiar cam- 
paign. The people are engaged in this 
fight because they believe that the 
triumph of the principles represented 
by the Chicago platform is absolutely 
essential to the welfare of our nation. 
This is not merely an attempt to secure 
the presidency in order to divide the 
offices among a few of the people. 
Offices cut no figure in this campaign. 


believe my experience has been 
rather an unusual one. The people 
who have come to me have come with 
suggestions as to what can be done to 
help the cause and no one has yet to 
ask me for an office in case I am 
elected. I have not discussed patron' 
age with anybody. I shall not discuss 
patronage with anybody during this 
campaign. A man who in the midst of 
a great battle stops to negotiate as to 
what position he shall assume when 
his battle is closed is unworthy to 
hold any position after this fight.

The house 
today ig in the hands of the enemy, 
and we must take possession in the 
house in order to put any good measure 
into operation, and I beg you in every 
congressional district in this nation to 
see to it that no man shall receive a 
majority of the votes if you can help it, 
unless he goes there to fight for the 
money of the constitution from the 
first day he takes his seat until the last 
day he occupies a place in the house. 


"You have in this district a candi- 
date. You have in this district the 
man who has been tried and not found 
wanting. You have in this district one 
of the ablest, one of the most fearless, 
one of the most eloquent advocates of 
this great cause. His voice has been 
heard all over this laad, and you will 
be guilty of a deserter of this cause 
unless you make Joseph Sibley your 
member of congress at this election. 
Now, remember that this cause rests 
upon you. The candidates can do but 
little. They cannot see all the people. 
They have not time to address every 
voter, but I commission each of you as 
aides in this great fijiht to come out 
and support this gospel from now until 
election day. We have faith, not only 
in the intelligence of the people, but we 
have faith in that honesty among the 
people that enkindles an enthusiasm 
which all the contributions of all the 
trusts and all the syndicates cannot 
extinguish in this campaign."

FATAL FALL. 


Peter Prier Terribly Injured 
Wbile Stealing a Bide. 


I^insers in Aeony S«veral Hours- 
No Friends or Relatives 
Are Known. 


An accident which proved 
fatal, 
befel Peter Prier, a native of Ireland, 
last night, while attempting to board a 
freight train on the Pittsburg railroad 
at the Hanna street crossing. Prier 
came to America from his native coun- 
try a few months ago and worked as a 
laborer in Philadelphia for a short 
time. Having lost his job and spent 
all the money he had, he started west 
ward, stealing his' passage on freight 
trains. /His destination was to be Chi- 
cago, at which place he felt certain of 
procuring employment. 
Last evening 
he arrived here and waited ior a west 
bound freight train at the. Hanna 
street crossing. 
As No. 75 came along 
he attempted to board a box car but 
hie hand slipped from the iron hand 
clasp, causing him to fall head down- 
ward with his foot caught in the lower 
step. 
In this position he was dragged 
along 
until 
his body 
struck a 
switch post, 
nearly 
severing one 
limb from the body and exposing his 
bowels, but releasing his foot from the 
car step. The injured man was found 
by a switchman soon afterwards. That 
he was fatally inji^red and that his 
hours were numbered was apparent to 
the man who found him. Therefore 
all haste possible was made to remove 
him to the St. Joe hospital where Dr. 
Stemen administered ether to alleviate 
as much as possible the agony of the 
unfortunate's dying moments. B e was 
conscious even under the telling effects 
of the drug administered, but would 
not give the attending physician or 
nurses any information that would 
assist in finding the relatives. He was 
reticent beyond making' a statement 
giving his name, his native country 
and that his mother and sisters were 
still in Ireland. He remarked that it 
was "better to die here, alone and not 
tell them about it." 


A requisition was made by the Fort 
Wayne Medical college today for the 
body and it will be turned over to that 
institution for dissecting 
purposes. 
The man was about forty years old.

through this period the edgee of the pa- 
per are almost uniformly rough; but 
we come to another letter on squared 
paper in 1619, 7 February, from Henry, 
Lord ClifEord, to Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
asking him for a subscription of five 
Jacobuses to a fund for furnishing a 
piece of plate to be run for every year 
at Peplingcoates (an early racing date). 
The position of the seal affords in this 
instance an incontrovertible proof of 
the original shape of the paper.

Paper telegraph poles are the latest 
development of the art of making paper 
useful. 
These poles are made of paper 
pulp, in which borax, tallow, etc., are 
mixed in small quantities. 
The pulp 
is cast In a mold, with a core in the 
center forming a hollow rod of the de- 
sired length, the cross pieces being held 
by key-shaped wtJoden pieces driven in 
on either aide of the pole. 
The pai>€r 
poles are said to be lighter and strong- 
er than those of wood, and to be un- 
affected by sun, rain, dampness or any 
of the other causes which shorten the 
life of a wooden pole.

Tho millions of American,s possessing 
these requisite attributes and qualific:\- 
tious will be interested in the following 
curious facts regarding tho presidenfcial 
office: 


To begin at the; beginning—that is, 
with Washington—the Father of

Couiitrj had ten letters in hi.^ surname, 
and no one of his euccessora baa u.sed np 
so much of the alphabet as he did in 
spelling it. His name was, what may bo 
called a " ten strike, " and he stands not 
only first in war, first in peace and first 
in the hearts of his countrymen, but 
first also in alphabetical distinction.

Two years ago Purdy Campbell of 
Campbell & Co., jewelers, South Chi- 
cago, did some 
figuring. 
He calculated 
he would in all probability live 40 years. 
He knew it takes at least two minutes 
to wind tho ordinary house clock. 
At 
that rate ho 
figured 
ho v.-ould, duriug 
tho rest of his life, spend about GO days 
of his valuable time winding tho clock, 
to say nothing of time and temper lost- 
through forgetting it. 
Then he decided 
to mako a clock that would have to be 
wound but once in 40 years. 


Ho spent his odd minutes at the task 
and has succeeded in producing a won- 
derful piece of mechanism—the only 
ono of its kind, he claims, in tho world. 
Jt is 15 inches in diameter and weighs 
7o pounds. 
The movement is geared so 
that tho barrel wheel containing 
the 
main.'-.priug revolves once in 
years. 
When this wheel has made 56 revolu- 
tions, somebody will have to give the 
key 17 turus. 
Tho clock wiJl then bo 
wound for another 40 years. 
The first 
wheel from tho barrel wheel crowds 
around at tho rate of one turn a year. 
The dial plate is G inches in diameter. 


Every part of tliis clock, this near ap- 
proach to pexpetual motion, was made 
by Mr. Cajupbell and the work took 
most of his leisure for 24 monthsi 
The 
movement is full jeweled. 
The clock 
will be put in a hermetically 
sealed 
glass case and it will work in a vacuum, 
thus lessening friction and preventing 
the oil from dryiug. 
It will be impos- 
sible for dust to get into the worka 


So, if no accident occurs and Mr. 
Campbell's calculations are correct, this 
clock will be telling time without any 
hand having touched it when Mr. Camp- 
bell's locks aro white, when the knick- 
erbockered schoolboy of today is presi- 
dent of the United States, when the 
giant oak of the forest has grown over 
tho grave of free silver.—Chicago Post.

son, C. B., in command of the British 
Cape of Good Hope and West coast of 
Africa station, and the British consul 
general, A. H. Harding, C. B., after 
holding a conference yesterday, com 
municated by cable to the government 
of Great Britain an outline of the situa- 


the Raccoon and a shot or two from 
the six inch guns of the Sparrow, crasl 
ed through and through her, silence 
her fire In short order and ultimate] 
sank her at her moorings. Soon afte 
the palace caught fire and the wal 
and roof were sent flying here an 
there by the shells of the warships 
Said Khalid and Said Sales, the latte 
being the commander of the usurpin 
sultan's army, escaped with a nuinbe 
of their leading followers through th 
back part of the palace and hurried! 
mado their way to the German consu' 
ate, where they asked for protection 
which was accorded them. 


Admiral Rswsac, in order to pre 


vent the escape of Said Kbalid and hi 
followers to the mainland of Africa 
where their presence would undoubl 
edly have caused trouble with th 
slave leaders and their adherents, sen 
detachments of marines, bluejacket 
and local Zatzibaris to occupy all the 
roads and avenues of escape, thu 
lemming in the enemy pretty effec 
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tion of affairs here, setting forth that 
Said Khalid, who seixjd the palace and 
proclaimed himself sultan on the death, 
apparently by poison, of Sultan Hamed- 
Bin-Thwain-Bin-Said, had been strongly 
reinforced and positively refused to 
surrender. 


Said Khalid had with him at that 


time about 2 500 well armed and well 
disciplined men, including 900 Askaris, 
who have(been trained under British 
officers, plenty of ammunition and a 
number of field guns and other pieces 
of artillery, which were being trained 
on the British warships. The latter, 
with the reinforcements which arrived 
yesterday, were: 
The Ibgehip 
St 


George, the third class cruiser Philo- 
mel, tho third class cruiser Baccoon.the 
first class 
gun boats Sparrow and 


Thruuh. Later in the day cabled in- 
structions were received from London 
and another conference was held be- 
tween the admiral and the consul gen- 
eral, and eventually an ultimatum was 
sent to Said Khalid ordering him to 
haul down his flag and surrender with 
his forces no later than 9 o'clock this 
morning At the sauie time the British 
residents of Zanzibar were notified to 
be on board Admiral Rawson'a ship by 
8 o'clock. 


During the past night there were a 


number of disturbances among the 
natives in the outskirts of the town, 
but they were promptly suppressed by 
the 350 British marines and sailors who 


the German tually, although many escaped to th 


mainland and neighboring islands in 
dhows. As this dispatch ia sent firing 
is still proceeding in tho outskirts o 
this place, but 
all resistance has 


ceased. 


Shortly after 10 o'clocK, in response 


to another signal from the flagship St. 
George, reinforcements of marines anel 
sailors were sent ashore

that Said Khalid 
received 
further 


reinforcements from the slave dealers, 
who flocked to his support, as the 
formal hoisting of the British flag over 
Zanzibar would mean the liberation of 
about 250,000 slaves and a death blow 
to slavery in this part of east Africa. 


By 8 o'clock the British subject?, 


numbering about 100 persons, and a 
number of other foreigners had em- 
barked on board lb'$ warships, the 
Italians going on board the Italian gun 
boat Volturno and the Germans seek- 
ing safety at the German consulate. 
Shortly before 9 o'clock a naval officer 
was sent to the palace square with 
another message for Said Khalid ask- 
ing him if he was prepared to surren- 
der in accordance with the terms of the 
ultimatum and again notifying him 
that the palace in which he had barri- 
caded himself would be shelled at 9 
o'clock promptly if he failed to haul 
down his flag before that time. 
As 


before, Said replied that he would die 
sooner than surrender. 
Hig answer 


was conveyed to Admiral Rawson and 
the British consul general, and the 
crews of the ships, which had been 
prepared for action the day before, 
were sent to quarters. 


At 9 o'clock the flagship signalled 


the Raccoon, Thrush and Sparrow to 
commence firing and a moment later 
the crusier mentioned and the two 
gunboats referred to opened fire with 
their heavier guns and ten minutes 
later they had sent & storm of shell and 
ehot into the palsce, tearing big gapj 
in it, scattering death and confusion 
among its defenders while dismounting 
some of the guns ashore and putting to 
flight the gunners handling tho pieces. 
The fire of the warships was admirably 
directed and .smoke was eoon seen to 
be issuing from several parts of the 
palace. 


During this time the St. George and 


the Philomel were held in reserve, 
although they occasionally plumped a 
she-11 into the enemies camp, adding to 
the dismay of its defenders. 


The Raccoon, Thrush and Sparrow 


kept up the bombardment until 9:50 
when the palace was tumbling in ruins 
and large rents had betn made in the 
barricades of Said's followers. 
The 


later, however, answered the fire of tho 
warships with great persistency and 
gallantry and did not stop firing until, 
in response to the flagship's signal of 
"cease firing," the guns of the warships 
stopped showering shot and 
shell 


ashore. 


The losses of the enemy are not 


known, but roust have been heavy, 


among the defenders of the 


palace pwper. 


Duringthe bombardment the sultan's 


armed steamer Glasgow opened fire on 
tho British warships but a few well 
aimed shells from the heavy 


the insurgents, collecting the dead and 
attending to the wounded was com- 
menced. 
During this time desultory 


firing could be beard on the outskirts 
of the town, from 
whore Captain 


Raikes, at the head of -100 loyal Zanzi- 
baris and a detachment ot British 
marines, notified Admiral Rawson that 
be was holding all the main roads. 


When the insurgents had been com- 


pelled to lay down their arms and were 
ecurely corralled by the marines and 
bluejackets, the latter were ordered to 
try to extinguish the flames in the 
palace and in the old customs house, 
which had also been shelled and set on 
lire, as the insurgents hael fortified it 
and had to be driven from the build- 
ng. But at noon, in spite of the efforts 
of the sailors to extinguish the Ihmes, 
;he palace was a mass of blazing ruins, 
'he old customs bouse was in ashes 
and a number of other buildings de- 
molished or set on fire by exploding 
shells were in ruins. 


No casualties are reported among the 


British ashore, and though all business, 
naturally, is at a standstill, order will 
)8 completely restored before night- 
rall and the foreign icsidente will be 
.bio to relurn to their residences 
ashore. 
All the warships did some 


;ood target practice with their guns, 
he C inch guns of the Raccoon proving 
>orticularly effective. 


Temporary hospitals for the care of 


he native wounded have been estah- 
ished ashore and they are receiving as 
much care from the surgeons of tie 
warships as if they were British sailors 
or marine?. The dead will be buried 
this afternoon and, for tha present, the 
island will be administered by Admiral 
Rawson, pending the receipt of further 
instructions frorA the British govern- 
ment.

$50.000 in stakes alone will be O0ered 
by the California Jockey club at the 
coming winter meeting, which will 
begin October 19 next. At the present 
time twenty-seven stakes, amounting to 
$42 750, have been arranged and are 
now made public. The club will opan 
six more two year old stakes later, and 
the money offered will make a total of 
$50.000. 
The Burns handicap still re- 


mains the richest slake of the season. 
H is for $10,0(10, all ages, one and a 
quarter miles. The Thornton stake is 
the same as last year, $3 000 for four 
miles. The first sixteen stakes are so 
arranged for two year olds, three year 
olds, 
and 
all 
ages 
horeee 
that 


the best horses in 
America 
will 


be brought to this coast. Ten stakes 
have been offered for beaten horses, or 
those who could not run much up to 
January I, 1897, on account of sickness 
or other causes. This will give a poor 
man a chance, and even those who do 
not own high class horses will be able 
to rake in a good stake. The entrance 
10 all these stake events is free. It is 
expected that this will be tho means of 
bringing to the cost 200 or more horses 
than would ordinarily have come. The 
entrips to all stakes must be made by 
November 1, except the

stake, which is a novelty and will be 
run on the opening day of the Call'or- 
nia Jockey club on the new Oakland 
track on October 19 Entries for this 
event close on October 1.

Kinley's letter of 
acceptance was 


issued yeeterday. It is a presentation 
of the principal issue of the pending 
campaign from the republican s'anc 
point and is devoted principally to th 
discussion of what he considers th 
three great questions of the campaign 
protection, money reciprocity. Abot 
one-third is devoted to consideration 
of the tree silver question. In thi 
letter he says: 


Free silver does not mean silvc: 


dollars freely had without cost o 
labor. 
It would mean tho free use o 


the mints of the United States for 
few owners of silver bullion, but wouh 
make silver coin no freer to the many 
engaged in other enterprises. Itwoulc 
not make labor easier, hours of labor 
shorter, or pay bettor. 
It would noi 


make farming less laborious or more 
profitable. 
It would notstart a factory 


or make a demand for an additional 
day's labor. 
It would create no new 


occupations. It wouid add nothing to 
he comfort of the masses, the capital 
of the people or the wealth of the 
nation. 
It seeks to introduce a new 


measure of value, but would add no 
aluo to the thing measured. It would 
not restore business confidence, but its 
direct effect would be to destroy the 
ittle which yet remains. The meaning 
if the coinage plank adopted at Chi- 
ago is that anyone may take a quan- 
ity of bullion now worth fifty-three 
ents to the mints, have it coined at 
he expense of the government and 
eceive for it silver dollars which shall 
ie legal tender for the payment of id! 
^ebta, public and private. The owner 
f the silver bullion would got the 
ilver dollar. 
The other people would 


et it only by labor, tho product of 
hnir land or something of value. The 
'Ullion owner, on the basis of present 
alues, would receive a silver dollar for 
inety-three cents worth of stiver, 
ther ueople would bo required to 
eceivo it as n full dollar in payment of 
ebts.

How are thn silver dollars 


ow in u?e dilierent from those which 
ou'.d be in use under free coinage? 
hey are to be the same weight and 
nd fineness; they are to bear the same 
amp of the government. 
Why would 


ley not be the same value? I answer: 
he silver dollars now in use were 
oined on accouLtof the government, 
ot for private account or gain, and the 
overnment has solemnly agreed to 
eep them as good as the, best dollars 
e have. The government bought the 
Iver bullion at its market value, and 
oined it into silver dollars, and having 
xclusive control of the mintage, it 
nly coins what it can hold at a parity 
ith gold. The profit, representing tho 
ifference 
between 
the commercial 


.lue of silver bullion and the 
face 


alue of the silver dollar, goes to the 
overnment for the benefit of 
the 


eople. The government bought the 
Iver bullion contained in a silver 
ollar at very ruuch leas than its coin- 
;e value. ' It paid it out to its credi- 
ors, and put it into circulation among 
he people at its face value of 100 cents, 
r a full dollar. 
It required tho people 


to accept it as a legal tender, and is 
thus morally bound to maintain it at 
parity with gold, which was then, as 


now, 
recognized as a standard with us 


and with the most enlighted nations of 
the world. 
The government having 


issued and circulated the silver dollar, 
it must in honor protect the bolder 
from loss. This obligation it has so far 
safely kept. 


Not only is there a moral obligation, 


but there is a legal obligation expressed 
in the public statute to maintain 
parity. These dollars now in circula- 
tion are not the same as dollars which 
would bo is'.ued under free exjinnge. 
They would be the same in form, but 
different in value 
The government 


would have no part in the transaction 
except to coin silver bullion into dol- 
lars. It would share no profit. 
It 


would take upon iteelf no obligation. 
U would not put dollars into circula- 
tion. It would only get them BB any 
citizen would get them, by giving 
something for them. 
It would deliver 


them to those who dt posited the silver 
and its connection with the transaction 
there e-nds. Such arc the silver dollars 
which are to be issued under the free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1.

There will be no obligation 


resting upon tho government to do it 
If there were, it would be powerless to 
do it. The simple truth is we would be

If the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver, sixteen ounces of silver to one 
ounce of gold would, as tome of its 
advocates asaert, make fi ty three cents 
in silver worth 100 cents, and a silver 
dollar equal a gold dollar, then we 
would have no chetper money than 
now; it would be no easier to net. But 
that such would bo the result isegainat 
reason and contradicted by experience

in all times and in all lands. It means'

the debasement of our currency to th 
amount of the ditf?reneo between th 
commercial and coin value of a alive 
dollar, and the effect would he to ri 
duce property values, eutail u:\tol 
financial loss, destroy confidence, im 
pMr obligations of exiting contracts 
further impoverish the laborers an 
produce of the country, create a pani 
of unparalleled severity and 
intlic 


upon trade and commerce a dead! 
blow. Against any such policy 1 am 
unalterably opposed. 


On bimetallism the letter reiterate 


the well known republican theory tha 
it can only be secured tit a ratio lowe 
than that of commodity values by uni 
versal international consent. It cites 
Mexico's example of silver monometal 
lism, where tho currency has been 
depreciated and no gold has been 
coined. It says M per cent, of our 
foreign trade in 1S03 was with gold 
standard nations and our trade with 
the silver countries was settled on golc 
basis. Since 1S78 there has been put 
in circulation in this country in silver 
or its representative $624 000,000 This 
was done in behaL' of bimetallism. 
Before 1S7S, there had been coined in 
the Unitfid States less than 9 000.000 of 
silver dollars. 


The letter then says: "We have today 


more silver than gold. This has been 
accomplished at times with grave peril 
to the public credit. The Sherman law 
sought to use all the silver product of 
the United States for money at ils 
market value. From 1890 to 18<J3 tbo 
government purchased 4 500 000 ounces 
of silver a month or - 
r>4,fHM 000 ounces 


year. This was onMhird the product 


of tho world, and practically all of thin 
country's product. 
In a few months, 


notwithstanding 
tho unprecedented 


market for 
silver produced in the 


Jnited States, the price of silver went 
lown, rapidly reaching a lower point 
ban ever before. 
Then upon tho 


ecommendation of President Cleve- 
nud.tiolh political parties united in 
he repeal of the purchasing clause of 
he Sherman law. We cannot with 
afety engage in further experiments 
n this direction. We have much more 
ilver in use than any other country in 
he world except India and China— 
500.000000 more than Great Britain; 
150,000 000 more thin France; $-100,- 
00.000 more than Germany; $325,000,- 
00 less than India, and $125000000 


tbnn China. The republican party 


eclared in favor of an international 
greement, and if elected president it 
will he my duty to employ all proper 
means to promote it. The freo coinage 


f silver in this country would defer if 
iOt defeat international bimetallism 
nd until that is an international 
greement, every interest rrquires us 
o maintain the present standard. 


Not content with urging tho free 
oinage of silver, ils strongest cham- 
ions demand that our paper money 
ball be issued directly, by the govern- 
ment ol the Uni ted States. This is the 
Chicago elemocratic declaration. The 
t Louis people's declaration ia that 
our national money shall be issued by 
be general government only, without 
ntervention of banks of issue nnd be 
ull legal tender for tiie payment of all 
ebts, publio and private, and bo dis- 
ributed direct to the people, through 
awful disbursements of the govern- 
ment. Thus in addition to tho freo 
oinago of the world's silver, we are 
asked to enter upon an era of unlimited 
rredeemable paper 
currency. 
The 


uestion which was fought out from. 
865-to 1878 is thus to be reopened 
with all ita uncertainties, and ch»ap 
money experiments of every concciv- 
ble form foisted upon us. This indi- 
fttes the most startling reactionary 
olicy, strangely at variance with every 
cquirement of sound finance, but the 
eclaration shows the spirit and pur- 
03» of those who, by combined action, 
re contending for the control of the 
overnment. Not satisfied with the 
ebasement of our coin, which would 
nevitably follow the free coinage of 
ilver at 16 lo 1, they would further 
egrade our currency and threaten 
ublic honor by an unlimited issue of 
rredeemable paper currency. A graver 
menace to our financial standing and 
redit could hardly bo conceived, and

patriotic 
citizen 
should bo 


roused to promptly meet and effoctu- 
lly defeat it. 
The letter closes with a protest 
gainst the attempt of-the partisans of 
be Chicago nominee to excite class 
rejudico and an extended advocacy of 
rotection as of "supreme importance."

The paper 
poles are said to be lighter and strong- 
er than those of wood, and to be un- 
affected by sun, rain, dampness or any 
of the other causes which shorten tha 
life of a wooden pole.
